Transition board attempts to diffuse name issue

The transition board for 
newly created Centre Hast- 
ings Township held its first 
meeting and dealt with sev- 
eral issues, including trying 
to diffuse negative feclings 
over the new municipali- 
ty’s name. 

The meeting was held at 
the Huntingdon Township 
hall in Ivanhoe, on Tues- 
day. July 29. 

Madoc Village Reeve 
Tom Deline brought up the 
issue of some public oppo- 
sition to the Dew munici- 
pality’s name Centre Hast- 
ings, which has been 
brought up by local news- 
papers and residents of the 
two communities, at the 
public meetings prior to 
amalgamation. 

Deline suggested that the 
two wards for election pur- 
poses, be formally named 
Madoc and Huntingdon 
wards in an ffert fo main- 
tain the names and to dif- 
fuse the emotional issue 
with residents of the two 
communities. Each election 
ward encompasses the cur- 


rent boundaries of each of 
the two municipalities. 

“I don’t want to see this 
(the municipality's name) 
become a stumbling block 
in the process,’ Deline said. 

Deline defended the 
councils’ choice of name. 
saving “it allows for other 
things”, referring to future 
inclusion of Madoc Town- 
ship, and possibly other area 
municipalities. 


Councillor Larry Mitz 
told the committee the name 
issue and the two commu- 
nities’ worries about losing 
their identities is an emo- 
tional issue, but felt naming 
the two wards after the 
former municipalities “will 
goa long way in alleviating 
that”. 


The board passed a resc® 


‘lution to formally name the 


wards Madoc and 
Huntingdon wards. 
Alsoon the topic of elec-

every one or two years: 
except those in cases where 
their condition ts expected 
to improve; allow people 
with disabilities to keep 
more of their liquid assets 
and compensation awards 
and provide a higher limit 
on life insurance -policies: 
enable people with disabili- 
ties to benefit more from 
gifts and inheritances so that 
families can provide a more 
secure future for their adult 
children. 

“We have listened-care- 
fully to people with disabili- 
ties about their concerns 
with the existing system,” 
said Ecker. 

“They have told us they 
don’t like labels. They want 
eligibility criteria that donot 
limit their opportunities by 
labelling them as perma- 
nently unemployable. 

“We recognize that many 
people with disabilities can 
and do want to work. The 
government intends 10 sup- 
port them to secure mean- 
ingful jobs to reach their 
potential.”

Closed more than three 
decades ago, $.S. No. 1. 
better known as North 
ee ee 
a chefished corner in the 
memories of many of its 
former students and teach- 
ers. Last Saturday, 73 of 
them gathered at the senior 
eiizens centre in Havelock 
toshare a tripdown memory 
lane, a trip fuelled by faded 
photographs, school texts, 
inkwells, report cards and 
unecdotes. Their -destina- 
tion: a one-room school- 
house built in 1863 atop a 
Knoll near a fork onthe | ith 
Concession one mile north 
of Highway 7. 

The reunion, the school’s 
first, was organized by 
Bernadette Simpson (nee 
Logan), who graduated 
from the school in 1953 and 
later went ontoteach for 35 
years. It was something of a 
family affair for the Trenton 
resident as her sister 
Bernadine Rosebush and 
brothers Clare, Randall and 
John Logan were on hand 
as well. 


Clare Logan was the first 
to accept his sisters inv ita- 
tion to address the throng 
with tales of days spent at 
the rustic institution. A 


> woodearver by trade. he 


said his interest in art was 
awakened by his, first 
teacher, Audrey McKay. 
one of five teachers who 
made it to the reunion. He 
brought with him a sample 
of his work, a recreation of 
the school house which he 
intends to donate to 
Havelock’s ‘new cultural 
museum, the old railway 
station. : 

His recollections in- 
cluded having to stuff four- 
ft. sticks of maple into a box 
stove with an opening only 
slightly larger than the wood 
itself. For a little kid “that 
was some trick. 

“That was the only stove 
that would take a four ft, 
stick that ... | ever came 
across.” he said. 

Logan said the children 
“didn't go outside too 
much” because stock 
owned by a farmer with 
adjoining property used to 
wander into the schoolyard

Logan, who started at 
North School in 1939, also 
remembers one of his class- 
mates, Joel Harnden, being 
“pretty good at climbing 
trees” on the school prop- 
erty whereas he was a dis- 
mal failure, whose first and 
only attempt at scaling trees 
left him flat on his back 
with the wind knocked out 
of him. 

Minutes later Harnden 
revealed why he had be- 
come so adeptat climbing. 

“There was ace rtain lady 
who went to school there 
(who) chased me up there 
every day at noon hour.” 

For more than an hour 
the memories flowed as stu- 
dents trom different gen- 
erations and some of their 
teachers - including Ruby 
McConnell who began 
teaching at North School 
72 years ago - recited inci- 
dents and routines they have 
never forgotten: enduring 
long treks to and from the 
school in the dead of win- 
ter; slogging through mud 
and water in the spring; slid- 
ing down icy slopes using 
cardboard: braving the cold 
to use the outhouse, and: 
taking part in Christmas

« | never would think. that 
humans could do something 
so hornble to one another. 
The holocaust was a war- 
nor of death tor the Jewish 
people, in which six nllion 
were killed. five million 
men and women, and one 
million children. The Ger 

man people were perhaps 
no different than us, until 
Hitler started to speak Tut 
on his view on the Jewrsh 
people and how it was be 

cause of them that the Ger- 
mans lost during the First 
World War. With Hitler's 
power of speech he had 
started the eee the holo- 

caust, and the Nazis had 
been born. Hitler took 
something that was good 
and made it evil. The swas- 
tika was once a.good thing 
until he took control of it. 

People go through life. 
and of course, life’s little 
problems.-| have had the 
problems when | was 
young, when my parents got 
adivorce, and I thought that 
was bad. The man I met on 
May. &. 1997. was at the 
Holocaust museum. He wus 
a young Jewish boy of only 
16-years-old when he went 
tO a concentration camp. 
When my class and | were 
listening tothe story of what 
he went through, we could 
(or maybe just me). could 
not understand how he could 
stand there and talk about 
the holocaust and what he 
went through without break- 
ing down. He lost a lotin the 
hornble holocaust, includ- 
ing his parents, three sis- 
ters, and one brother. He 
did not see his one living 
brother much at all. He was 
sent to many different con- 
centration camps, each one 
worse than the last. His 
family’s trade was Nat mak- 
ing, but he told the S.S. of- 
ficer that he was a carpen- 
jer, for which he was al- 
lowed to live. He had to 
wear white clothes with blue 
strips down them, and 
wooden shoes. 

Atone of the concentra- 


tion camps, he had to un- , 


load coal fromtrains all day, * 

until he found out about the 
employment office.*When 
he went an S.S.- officer 

picked 10 people to learn 
how to weld, and he was 
one of the 10. He was taught 
for seven months, and he 
thought it was a gobd job 
because the welders were 
very hot, and it was winter 
time. Atthe endol the seven 
months only four passed the 


test. and he was one of the 
four. He had to weld bars 
together and then go up 20 
floors and weld up there. In 
his mind he would think 
that it he tell off the un- 


bare planks then he would ; 


ust he dead. but he did not 
want to die, he wanted to 
get through this. He knew 
that if he died. that another 
person would take over 
Every day trains would 
vome in with thousands of 
Jewish people. so if some 
one died, the Germans 
would not care because they 
had thousands of other peo- 
ple to Hil their yobs 

One day he went to the 
doctor with a nail fight 
through his toot, which he 
did not know was there be 
cause he was in se much 
pain. He woke on the 
wooden table where the 
doctor had done surgery 
He found out that he had a 
caston his leg, and the dox 
tor gave him a pair of 
crutches to walk. 

For the next month he 
did not have to work. and 
the camp he was now at was 
Schlinder’s concentration 
camp where the Jewish peo 
ple were not treated like 
slaves. Schimder tet him 
recover, and told the Ger 
man officers that he was 
working 

He was many things in 
his life. He saw thousands 
of Jewish people being led 
tothe gas chamber. Haalso 
saw smoke coming fromthe 
crematoriums. He saw Dr. 
Mengele, who was a doctor 
who performed inhumane 
tests on people, He also saw 
the results of this torture on 
, humans. 

This man never really 
started hfs life until after the 
holocaust. The holocaust 
was over on May &, 1945, 
when the Russians had 
come into the basd-He went 
back to the house where his 
family made hats, but the 
Polish family would not 
give it back to him and...he 
had nothing 

We went to Czechoslo- 
vakia where his last brother 
was staying at one of the 
camps, where people could 
stay after the war if they 
had no plice to go. He met 
a virl at that camp, and they 
started to date. One year 
later they got married, and 
after another year and a hall 
she was pregnant, and they 
were both moving to 
Canada where they would 
live after this horrible war. 

When they arrived in 
Canada he did not have a 
penny in his pocket, but he 
got a job that paid 50 cents 
an hour. He got $20a month, 


of which S10 went for ethe 
rent. When the baby came 
he had fo get a second job 
He tried to go to school at 
night, butitdidn’t work out 
When I met this man | 
could feel good stuff com- 
ing from him: almost a feel- 
ig of pure good. Atthe end 
of his talk with our clyxs. we

Debate surfaces over dust suppressant for roads 


A debate has surtaced 
over the environmental ef- 
fects of a dust suppressant 
used on rurat roads, after 
the World Wildlife Fund 
(WWF) recently called it a 
“toxic soup of contamy- 
nants”. 

The material. called 
Dombind., is a brown liquid 
with a faint odor of burnt 
sugar that is used to keep 
dust down on gravel roads. 
It is produced by Domtar 
Inc.’s cardboard mill in 
Trenton. 

Dombind ts offered tree 
to townships willing tohaul 
it and is routinely sprayed 
on gravel roads in more than 
80 municipalities in East- 
ern Ontario. 

Locally, both 
Huntingdon and Madoc 
Townships use Dombind on 
their gravel roads. 
Huntingdon Township has 
used Dombind for over 20 
years, while Madoc Town- 
ship has just begun solely 
using Dombind for eco- 
nomuc reasons. Huntingdon 
Township council members 


stated they didn't have any 


coneéms about Dombind, 
with the exception of Coun- 
cillor Larry Mitz-who re- 
quested a report from 
. Domtar on the make-up of

ago. He said that theagport 
wasnt as specific as he 
would have liked and there- 
fore hasn't alleviated his 
concerns. Deputy Reeve 
Walton Reid said that the 
township does not apply 
Dombind on roads near 
waterways and respects re- 
quests by residents not to 
have the material spread in 
front of their homes. Madoc

The group said it fears 
that Dombind could harm 
wildlife. livestock, pets,

Then there is the horse that 
is totally wrong for me, but 
right for you and vice versa. 
Sothe key here is not trying 
to find a good horse, but 
rather. trying to finda horse 
that is “good for you”. 

In every relationship, 
there are always followers 
and leaders. In the relation- 
ship between you and your 
“perfect” horse, you should 
be able to establish this quite 
easily. Therefore, if you are 
a soft-spoken person who is 
easily intimidated, you 
might like a quiet horse that 
doesn't show much agegres- 
sion. However, if you are a 
firm type of person with a 
deep and demanding voice, 
you might find this same 
horse fears you. You will 
need one that is alittle more 
independent and can hold 
his own. 

The other really, really, 
really important thing, (in 
my Opinion) is: the knowl- 
edge of the nder should be 
equaled with the knowledge

If you don't know a lot 
about horses, how do you 
expect to teach your horse 
anything? Perhaps a well- 
broke horse might teach you 
something instead. Then 
you can buy that cute. foal 
that you have always 
wanted. 

It is very important that 
you have an understanding 
of the proper feed, behav- 
1oural antics, ete., before 
you try and raise one. Re- 
member, the best horses are 
“trained” and not “broke”. 

What is “broke”? When 
I think of this word, | think 
of a horse that has been 
rushed into submission. In 
the course of one week or 
less, they are forced to ac- 
cept a bridle, bit, saddle pad, 
blanket and weight on their 
back. «3. 

As if this stress is not 
enough, now they have their 
head yanked around from 
side to side, their mouth 
yanked upon so hard that 
they can’t take’a step for- 
ward and this means right, 
lett and stop. The horse is 
doing all of these things 
because it has to, and not 
because he understands why 
he is doing it. 

If the sellertells you, “he 
is trained, but he has a hard 
time stopping”, | want you 
to stop and think about that. 
If I told you “my dog is 
house broke, he just pees on 
the floor’, would you con- 
sider him house broke? 

When I think about a 
trained horse, | think about 
a horse that someone has 
spent many hours with en- 
forcing trust, security and 
patience. If. 1 am out on a 
trail, | want to be with a 
horse that I have a relation- 
ship with -- not one that 
resents me for forcing todo 
things he doesn’t want todo 
(or, doesn’t understand), 

This horse may cost a 
litte more. but it’s coming 
froma home where the peo- 
ple have an unde?standing 
of what a horse needs, and 
what we, as riders, need. 
It’s worth the extra cost!

A band that sustains a 
Career spanning five albums 
learns about the nature of 
relationsifips, and the 
weights : Stress those 
connections Gan bear.. 

They understand that 
even more than friends and 
lovers, the band becomes 
your family. After count- 
less nights spent both in 
front of cheering fans and 
down long sleepless high- 
ways, camaraderie be- 
comes a bulwark against the 
world, a place of musical 
respite where the psyche 
can be free to roam and 
create. 

On Nowhere To Here, 
Blue Rodeo explores emo- 
tional landscapes in all their 
Joy. wonder and disillusion- 
ment. Best known for their 
unique synthesis of coun- 
try, rock and folk, the band 
actually transcends such 
easy Categorizations. 

Their new batch of songs 
ranges from ethereal 
moodiness (Save Myself), 
toR&B tinged country (Bet- 
ter Off As We Are), from 
the Abbey Road-styled ep- 
ics (Brown Eyed Dog), to 
Sparse hymnal sketches 
(Flaming Bed). 

Though their sunny 
songs still captivate, it’s the 
darker songs, with their 
longing and space, that 
make a lasting impression. 

“There are emotional 
seasons,”’ says Greg Keelor, 
one half of the band’s 
songwriting team. 

“The last album, Five 
Days In July, was very 
bright.

Municipalities will beable 
tocul taxes, says Municipal 
Affairs and Housing Minis- 
ter Al Leach following the 
release of esumated changes 
in municipal costs and rev- 
enues that would result from 
the government's Who Does 
What initiative. 

He said the numbers 
show municipalities will be 


“able to manage the new 


alignment of municipal and 
provincial responsibilities 
announced May Ist. Thenew 
alignment, based on a pro- 
posal from the Association 
of Municipalities of Ontario, 
is intended to bring educa- 
tion costs under control, and 
provide better services at 
lower cost to taxpayers.. 
“By finding new effi- 
ciency savings of about two 
cents on the dollar per year 
over the next three years, 
municipalities will be able to 
lower their residential prop- 


~ erty taxes by the year 2000,” 


said Leach. *‘Across the 
province, property tax cuts 
should average five to 10 
percent." 

“Every level of govern- 
ment, every business, every 
taxpayer in Ontario has a 
responsibility to manage 
within his or her means,” 
Leach said. ** The province 
is Culling internal adminis- 
trative costs by athird.climi- 
nating the deficit and deliv- 
ering a tax cut, while ab- 
sorbing reductions in fed- 
eral transfer payments. Mu- 
nicipalities should set their 
own tax cul targets, and 
we've given them the tools 
to help them do it.”” 

Since the greater Toronto 
Areaisreally asingle catch- 
ment area for social and 
health services, adds Leach, 
those costs--along with GO 
Transit costs--will be equal- 
ized across the entire GTA. 


New Assessment 


The government says itis 
also implementing a new 
assessment system that will 
make property taxes fairer, 
more accountable, more 
consistent and more under- 
standable fortax payers. Pre- 
liminary data to help mu- 
nicipalities plan for the new 
system were recently re- 
leased. 

Also released were cost 
estimates that are part of the 
process to bring fairness to 
police financing in Ontario. 
Currently 576 municipalities 
receive local policing serv- 
ices from the OPP at no 
direct cost to their municipal 
taxpayers while 202 munici- 
palities pay forthe same serv- 
ices. OPP costing estimates 
are based on a standard for- 
mula that takes into account 
the actual cost of delivering 
police services in each mu- 
nicipality. 

The release of this cost- 
ing information isa first step 
towards enabling every 
municipality in Ontario to 
decide how best to provide 
police services to its resi- 
dents. Local governments 
will make decisions about 
local services, while the pro- 
vincial government will en- 
sure province-wide standards 
of policing and community 
safety. 


Restructuring Fund 
To help municipalities 


make the transition to their 
new roles under Who Does 


What, the government will © 


spend $800 million overthree 
years through the Municipal 
Capital and Operating Re- 
Structuring Fund to support 
municipal restructuring. As 
well, the government will 
establish a permanent $500- 
million-a-year Community 
Reinvestment Fund and pro- 
vide $70 million a year in 
additional transition assist- 
ance for municipalities with 
special needs. 

Two teams of municipal 
representatives are advising 
the government on imple- 
mentation issues. 

The Social and Commu- 
nity Health Services Imple- 
mentation Team and the 
Provincial-Municipal Imple- 
mentation Team will look at 
how responsibilities should 
be transferred, how new 
municipal costs should be 


allocated, and on what basis 
the Community Reinvest- 
ment Funds should be dis- 
tributed. As the teams’ rec- 
ommendations come in and 
the government makes de- 
cisions onthem, municipali- 
ti¢és should be in a much 
better position to budget for 
1998. 

**The Community Rein- 
vestment Funds, the new 
flexibility municipalities will 
have todeliver services cost- 
effectively and the $2.5 bil- 
lion in tax room they will 
have when we cut residen- 
tial property taxes for edu- 
cation in half should putthem 
in an excellent position to 
cut property taxes,” says 
Leach.

This week’ promised to share with you a list of pe 
questions you might ask if you are about to buy the f 
horse. (If you remember, the * ‘perfect horse ts one 

“perfect ‘for you, and not necessarily “perfect” for 
one else). , 

Now. to refer to the title of the column, once you 
asked certain “key” questions, believe the answer 
when you see them for yourself, 

| am not suggesting ‘that every seller is out fo 
money, and therefore. | would hope they would be! 
with you at least about this part of the sale. Ris! 
child's life for the sake of a dollar ts, in my oni 
worst kind of scum around. 

However. | have been sold a “child proof” or* 
proot” horse mivself that requires a 200 nba n 
handle it. Therefore. ask to see their childreri on the 

Next. ask them to nde the horse and watch what 
of aids are being used. if any. This means using a 
-purs, be downs, rough or harsh hands. tugging orp 
LO furh and stop. etc 

Only then is it your turn to nde. | have also ridden 
broke’ horses that am sure have only been saddle 
u dozen times, Let the seller be the first.to vo off. | 
are reluctant to ride, you might want to think abou 
purchase for a lew minutes. 

While vou are riding. ask everything fromthe hor 
vou willexpect from it when you are home. If you ¥ 
emer any trail classes. try to side pass. back up 
changes etc. Don’t let the seller intimidate you. Y« 
either take the time before you buy it. or spend mor 
trying tosell it. (And once again, the horse is the lose 
to another home, again.) 

When choosing a horse to complement your s 
general rule of thumb is: if you can comfortably 
forward and touch the ears, it 1s a good size for you. 
can’t reach, the horse may be too big, and if you car 
going past his ears, and stick your fingers up his nos 
may want to look for a larger one. 

Don't forget this is very general. Just because 
don't fall to the ground when you get on, doesn’t 
they can carry you comfortably. Common.sense wil 
to play a strong role here. If you aren't sure, take son 
who knows about horses. ‘\ 


Next, check the condition of the feet. No feet, no 
If they are in bad shape, make sure you ask the sellert 
the feet up and hold them there for a few moment 
only horse we have with bad feet is an Arab that: 
preter to strike us rather than stand. 

It could be possible that this horse doesn’t like h 
being done either. You may also ask at this point wh 
farrier is and where he is from. A quick call to hin 
verify what kind of feet the horse has and possibly, h 
be able to give you a few clues about the horse. 

If the seller says he does his own work, ask 
qualifications he has. If you ask any long distance 
what the importance of a good farrier is, they will cc 
my belief that you can’t just read a book and start 
ping. The wrong angle can make a good horse lame 
time. 


Next is vaccinations and worming. If the horse 
skinny. don‘t be afraid to point this.out to the seller a 
why the horse ts in this condition. 


Some horses are “hard keepers”. which means yo 
be looking at more hay. grain, worming. dollars. in 
tokeep the horse looking fit. [fa mare has just foales 
is a good reason. but only to a point. If the horse ts 
young. its body should be able to replenish itself a 
couple of months. Maybe not to its fullest, but 
shouldn't look like they just had’the foal either. 


Ask what kinds of shots this horse has had. Then 
sure you confirm by looking at the receipt from the 
calling the vet if they claim it ts lost or they do their 
itis legal fora vet toscll a Rabies vaccine. If vou pl 
faking this horse in with other horses, or on trail ride 
not settle for a verbal answer. 


If the seller is proud of the way they have key 
horse. and they are asking a good price for it. they v 
more than pleased to share their hard copies with 5 
provide the name and number of the vet.

December 1996 and third 
dose April/May 1997 

This is a Ministry of 
Health tunded vaccine 
available only in Health 
Unit clinics. The vaccine 
was not distributed to phy 
sichins. For ihissveur ons 
Hepatitis B vaccine was 
offered tree to all tieh 
school students. 

Hepatitis Bis one of ses 
eral viral infections that can 
alfect the liver. Although 
the disease is sometimes 
very muld and produces no 
symptoms, i can also be 
very dangerous. The Hepa, 
litis B virus can permanentl) 
damage the liver.

Open Letter To Hastings 
& Prince Edward County

Re: Belleville Collegiate 
Institute or “BCT” 


The sale of BCI has now 
been formalized and im ac- 
cordance with your plans 
we expect you will want to 
proceed with the demiolt- 
tion of the BCT building to 
provide for a playing held. 

We would presume the 
purchase ot this property is 
u relatively routine matter 
in the execution of your 
mandate to provide the 
physical plant to meet edu- 
cational and recreational 
objectives. This letter ts to 
convey to your Board and 
to all separate school sup- 
porters who have upheld the 
decision to buy BCI, that 
this ts no routine matter in 
the minds of many citizens 
of the Belleville commu- 
nity.

Madoc-Huntingdon Transition Board 
discuss staff job position 


by Jeff Wilson 


The Madoc-Huntingdon 
Transition Board has ap- 
proved a jobdescnpuon for 
building. plumbing. bylaw 
enforcement position for 
the new municipality of 
Centre Hastings. 

The position will be ad- 
vertised in the local news- 
papers. The deadline for 
applications will be Sept. 
19 at 12 noon. The current 
employees will be provided 
withthe jobdesenption and — 
given an opportunity to ap- 
ply.. The board. held an 
closed in-Camera session al 
the conclusion of the meet- 
ing to discuss salary range. 
In earlier discussion it was 
suggested the salary tor 
position should be in the 
range of the combined 
money both municipalities 
spent forthe service in 1997. 

On the issue of computer 
systems, Township Coun- 
cillor Larry Mitz provided 
aGeiailed report on the com- 
puter systems currently in 
operation in both munici- 
palities. He recommended 
that the board maintain the 
systemused by Huntingdon 


Township, because il is cur- 
rently used by most munici- 
palities in the area and 
would allow for easter tran- 
sition for possible additional 
amalgamations. Township 
Clerk-Treasurer Bonnie 
Jones was also in favor of 
maintaining the 
Huntingdon system, Since 
she will Be handling the 
treasury and tax collection 
duties, she preferred to work 
on a system she knew and 
was comfortable with. Vil- 
lave Clerk-Treasurer Doug 
Parks stated that his only 
problem with the township 
system was it was difficult 
to make program changes. 
He added that with the vil- 
lage’s system program 
changes are casily obtained, 
while with the township 
system any changes to be‘ 
approved -by a group of 
municipalitigs using the sys- 
tem. 

Auditors, Humpage 
Taylor McDonald provided 
a cost estimate of between 
$750 to $900 to-review the 
two municipalities’ compu- 
ter systems and make arec- 
ommendation ona preferred 
system. 


Mit stated he 
against spending furthes 
money, fecling his report 
provided enough data for 
the board to make a deci 
sion. The board decided not 
luke any action on the cost 
estimate und received and 
filed it. 

The board asked Mitz to 
contact both computer sys- 
tem providers to enquire i 
both computer systems 
could handle the needs of 
the new municipality. and 
report back to the board 

On the issue of the 
upcoming election, Jones 
told the board. that after 
some discussion with other 
area municipalities, Centre 
Hastings should climinate 
the advance poll. as well as 
proxy votes. She added that 
one poll will be set up inthe 
Huntingdon Township hall 
and one poll at the Madoc 
Village office on election 
day.
